HELD IN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDITORIUM, 
MILLIS, MASSACHUSETTS 


MONDAY, FEBRUARY 16, 1948.

Rudolph F. King. The Town Warrant was read, having been. 
signed by the Selectmen, Harry N. Walker, Michael E. Collins 
' and W. Harold Simpson, and Attest by Henry J. Cassidy,

The average cost for five years from 
1943 to 1947 inclusive was $1,171.45 per year. That coverg 
$199,000 worth of insurance and includes all of our Towr 
buildings. The Selectmen going on the basis of a public ap- 
praiser and conferring with each department before we ma de 
the change added $91,00.00, making the present covera ge 
290,000.00—that is to bring up the insurance to the required 
80% on the building and 90% on the contents. The schedule 
that is being drawn up eliminates approximately 40 policies) 
The net cost for the first year will be $2,354.50. The net 
cost tor the next four years is $5,000.00, a total cost of $7, 
354.00 or an average cost per year of $1,450.00 as compared 
to the average cost of $1,171.45, making an increased cost of 
$279.45. This increase would be the cost of additional insur- 
ance,

| To the Citizens of Millis: 
| Owing to the ridge on which most of the Settled portion 


We are submitting final estimates on the extension of 
the sewerage system as shown in Mr. E. Worthington’s re- 
port which are as follows:

Dear Sir: 


The outfall sewer to carry the sewerage of the South 
Section to the disposal area now existing involves the con- 
veyance of sewage from the low elevation of Main Street at 
Spring and Auburn Streets to the Present Sewer at the junc- 
tion of Adams and Union Streets, where provision was made 
for this when the Sewers of 1920 were constructed. 
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of Millis is located, it would be extremely costly to go aro 
this ridge and it is far cheaper to cut through this ridge 
a deep sewer outlet. Other plans such as a collecting basi 
at or near the junction of Main and Spring Streets with 
pumping plant to carry over the sewerage periodically to 
point where it could be carried by gravity to the presen 
system. This has already been reported to you in forme 
reports and while the first cost would be less, the resultant 
care and cost of maintainance would be greater expense to 
. the Town eventually. Also the section at or near the junction 
of Main and Spring Streets has materially changed in occu- 
pancy and a receiving basin would have to be located at a 
much greater distance than appeared to be the case in 1938, 
when this project was first taken up. Also the prices in 1949 / 
are far greater than those of 1938 when a Federal Grant was 
offered of 45%. The present prices are shown in the cost 
estimate appended. They are based on the current prices of 
work now in progress and also from consultations with con- 
tractors who do such work. 


The project you wish to put before the Town is the outlet 
sewer between Spring Street and Adams Street on Main 
Street. Also is added Exchange Street from Main Street to 
Lavender Street, Lavender Street from Exchange Street to 
Plain Street, and Plain Street from Lavender Street to Main 
Street. These streets are separated in the estimates to show 
these separately. On Main Street it is proposed to make the 
sewer between Exchange Street and Plain Street where the 
deep section is. The main sewer will be from 10 to 30 feet 
below the surface. It is therefor proposed to run on each 
side of the street, smaller sewers at a depth sufficient to 
take in the basements of the houses, laterials to be connected 
to the Main Sewer at Exchange and Plain Streets by drop — 
Manhole connections. The School House would have a special 
connection to Manhole on Main line. 


Also the deep Main Sewer would be on the side of the 
road and not under the travelled way so as to require disturb- 


ance of street surface ata minimum in construction and main- 
tenance,

contractors that an early date will usually call for more and 
better bids than to wait for some prior lettings and reduce 
competition.

Adminstration of public assistance is a complex job. Any 
consideration of all the laws, rules, policies and procedural 
steps which a local board and its employees have to know 
and follow readily show that. The new federal and state re- 
quirements now in effect make it much more so. 


Increased reimbursements in the categories of Old Age 
Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children and now participation 
of one half the total administration costs of both these cate- 
gories, has resulted in new standards of administration being 
set up for all boards to follow. Continued reimbursements 
by the federal government will depend on the boards of public 
welfare meeting all those requirements. 
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Administration Reviews are being conducted througho 
the state to test the local offices against a standard of perf 
tion in meeting all the requirements. The basic objective 
to strengthen and improve the performance of the job o 
the local level, and assist the local boards in their work to 
meet the federal and state requirements and standards. 


Mr. James Rae, Investigator from our district office 
Brockton, Massachusetts, conducted such a review of your 
local office, extending from August 4, 1948 into October 1948 
Several conferences were held after its conclusion with Mr. 
Rae and Mr. John O’Hare Head Social Worker. At this 
conference all the new provisions which are now required 
were discussed in detail. Following this meeting a detailed 
report was sent to the local board by Mr. Francis V. Doherty, — 
Director of the District Office. In this report certain sug- 
gestions and recommendations were made, one of which is 
the matter of personnel. Their recommendation follows, 
namely, that the services of a clerk-stenographer be obtained. 
He states with a case load as large as ours the agent could not 
by himself do all the required visiting, recording of the social 
information about each case, as well as the statistical report- | 
ing required by the state and federal government. With such | 
a clerk the agent could then give his time to the important 
business of supervision and investigation connected with the 
work. 


With this recommendation the board is in agreement, 
some time in the near future this addition will have to be 
made in our staff, if not this year, certainly next year. 


Suggested organizational chart prepared by Mr. Rae of 
the State Department is printed herewith. The duties of the 
board and agent are clearly defined, also the duties of the 
Junior clerk-stenographer as recommended. 


We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Ac- 
countant, Town Treasurer and Chief Gately for all courtesies 
and assistance given us throughout the year. 
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We also wish to thank the Visiting Nurse Association 
r their valuable co-operation given us through their nurses, 
iss Myrtle Coldwell, and her assistant, Mrs. Helen Brodeur.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Millis for the period from June 
13, 1947, the date of the previous examination, to Septem 
30, 1948, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money fo 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined. 
checked, and verified by comparison with the records in the 
offices of the town accountant and the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
checked with the treasurer’s records and with the records of 
the other departments collecting money for the town, while 
the recorded payments were compared with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 
The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings and the transfers from the reserve fund 
as shown by the records of the finance committee were — 
checked with the ledger accounts. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the necessary ad- 
justing and correcting entries resulting from the audit were 
made, a trial balance was taken off proving the accounts to 
be in balance, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared, showing the financial condition of the 
town on September 30, 1948. 


The balance sheet shows that there were three over- 
drawn accounts on the audit date, which is in violation of 
Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 
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The overlay deficits shown on the balance sheet should 
be raised by the assessors in the 1949 tax levy in accordance 
with Section 23, Chapter 59, General Laws. 


It was noted that at the annual meeting in 1948 the town 
Yoted ... “to transfer a sum of money from the Lots and 
Graves Accounts for the upkeep of the cemetery”, without 
“specifying the amount of the appropriation. The power to 
-yote appropriations or to make appropriation transfers is 
Pyested in the town meeting only and may not be delegated 
to a town board or officer, It is recommended that in the 
future the amount of the appropriation be clearly specified 
Min the vote, in order that the assessors may be enabled to 
‘comply with the provisions of Section 23, Chapter 59, General 


Laws. 


In checking the appropriations voted by the town, it was 
Mnoted that in 1948 the town voted an appropriation of $940. 
for the purchase of a new police car with the provision that 
the trade-in value of the old car be applied toward the pur- 
Mchase of the new car. The net cost of the new car was 
$1,111.78, which was paid for by charging $940. against the 
| special appropriation mentioned above and $171.78 against 
' the police department appropriation. 


There was no statutory authority to charge the excess 
over the amount appropriated by the town to another appro- 
| priation, since by voting a specific appropriation of $940. for 
' the purchase of a new car, the town meeting had stated, in 
| effect, that the net cost to the town should not exceed $940., 
1 and to have incurred liabilities in excess of an appropriation 
' specifically voted by the town was contrary to the provisions 
_ of Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


i The books and accounts of the town treasurer were €x- 
amined and checked in detail. The cash book was added, 
while the receipts as recorded were analyzed and compared 
with the records of the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with the other sources from which money 
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was paid into the town treasury. The payments were chec 
with the warrants of the selectmen authorizing the disbur. 
ment of town funds and with the town accountant’s recore 


Due to the fact that the treasurer neglected to recon 
the bank balance since the previous audit, it was necessa 
to do a considerable amount of detailed work to effect 
reconciliation of the bank balance with the statement £ 
nished by the bank of deposit on September 30, 1948 I¢ 
recommended that the treasurer reconcile his bank bala 
at least monthly and that he retain a record of such reco 
cilation. 


The additional work which was required in order to rec- 
oncile the treasurer’s cash added materially to the cost 
the audit. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing deb 
and interest were proved with the amounts falling due an 
with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in custody o 
the town treasurer were examined and listed. The income 


and the transfers to the town were verified and the balances 
were proved. 


It is recommended that the sum of $3,234.45 which is in 
the general treasury and which is a part of the Post-War 
Rehabilitation Fund be invested in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 5, Acts of 1943. 


: The tax titles taken by the town for unpaid taxes were 
liste , checked with the collector’s records, and compared 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and trailer

“proved by actual count of cash in the office.

f It is recommended that the water registrar comply with 
he provisions of Section 1, Article 5, of the Town By-Laws, 
OS requires that all department heads and officials pay 
over to the town treasurer on or before the fifth day of each 
“month all sums collected by them during the previous month. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, and water 
“accounts was obtained by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued 
"were examined and checked and the payments to the town 
treasurer were verified. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The reported receipts from dog and sporting 
licenses issued were examined, the payments to the State 

and the town being verified.

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The surety bonds furnished by the several officials wer 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the sealer of weights ane 
measures, of the police, fire, health, and library departments 
as well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were checked with 
the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


It is recommended that cemetery department receipt 
for interments and foundations be paid over to the treasurer 
as required by Section 53, Chapter 44, General Laws, and 
that payments to employees for services rendered be paid

We present herewith our report for the year 1948. 


_ During the entire school year we have been developing 
the physical education program started in September, 1947, 


ured the work of the boys, and encouraged pupil par- 
jpation in all fields of sports. In the fall of 1948, under the 
direction of Miss Lorraine LaLiberte, a graduate of the 
Physical Education Department of the Bridgewater State 
eachers’ College, classes were started for the girls in physi- 
] education, and for the pupils of the lower grades. Good 
ogress has been made in this field, and we are happy to 
port that the girls of Millis are now receiving an excellent 
physical educational program and like the work which will 
Cause them to have better health in the future. 
: The school committee was able to place fluorescent lights 

in three classrooms. This is a definite part of the policy of 
satisfactorily lighting the whole building, which has inad- 
equate lighting, and fixtures which do not lend themselves 
_ to an increase of wattage. The committee was further able 
to install new urinals in the boys’ basement of the old school. 
These were very much needed, as the plumbing there was 
outdated. They were also able to repair the toilets through- 
out the entire building, particularly in the boys’ shower room. 
wo new ceilings, and a hall ceiling were placed in the old 
building. The general painting and cleaning which was done 
by the janitors is a credit to them. 


In June, the American Legion, Post No. 208, of Millis 
presented a $300 scholarship to Robert Small of the senior 
class. The school committee appreciates the interest of the 
Legion in the school activities, and wishes to thank them 


publicly for this gift of money which will be of ‘such gr 
benefit to the pupils of the future classes in Millis. 


The school committee has maintained an office for the 
superintendent of schools at the Millis High School, with ; 
part-time clerk. All of the records are now at the office r 
the High School. Everyone is encouraged to contact t 
office whenever difficulties arise, and prompt attention wi 
be given them. 


The school committee is pleased to report that a ¥ 
successful Evening Practical Arts program has been carri 
out in 1948. As many as fifty different women have par- 
ticipated in the activity, and have found it very helpful in 
the sewing needs of their families. Certainly the committee 
of ladies directing this program has done an outstanding job. 


The budget has been carefully considered, and the school 
committee will need the sum of $77,515.00. The school pop- 
ulation in the elementary grades has increased substantially 
and has necessitated the addition of another teacher. The 
increased physical education program mentioned above, which 
was so widely favored by the townspeople, requires an addi- 
tional teacher. The school committee is recommending a new 
teacher salary schedule which is based on the sound educa- 
tional principle of requiring teachers to complete each year 
additional courses of instruction to become eligible for the 
salary increases provided by the schedule. The additional 
books and supplies required for our expanding school popula- 
tion, and the need to spend more for the proper maintain- 
ance and repair of the physical plant as the age of the build- 


ing increases are important factors in the appropriation in- 
crease, 


The committee wishes to call your attention to the report © 
of the superintendent of schools, the principal, the assistant 
principal, and the other Teports which are included in the 
report of the school department as they show definitely what 
1s going on in your school. 
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We wish to thank the superintendent, the faculty, and 
articiularly the parents and the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
r their help in making 1948 a successful year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
MILLIS CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL 


To the School Committee of the Town of Millis: 


I, hereby, submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent 
Schools. This is the forty-sixth annual report in a series of 
by the Superintendent of Schools. 

Following this report, there are reports from the various 
Departments, namely: the Principal of the Millis Consolidated J 
Guidance Director and Sub-Master, Household Arts and Cafeteria, 
Physical Education, Health, Music and Schoo] Census. I urge you to 
read these reports for there is much valuable material here to help 
all to understand the various details in operating a modern school 
plant. All of the reports are incorporated into this total report to 
the School Committee. : 


ENROLLMENT INFORMATION 


All towns of Massachusetts are finding need for more school 
rooms, especially in the primary grades. Millis is no exception to 
the rule—in our first grade there are forty-seven pupils, and in our 
kindergarten there are fifty-two youngsters. Kindercarten is not 
required for entrance to the first grade; therefore, there may be a 
few more children in Millis that might attend the first grade next 
year. 


The population increase has come from two sources: (1) in- 
creased births since the war, (2) new homes in Millis and an increase 
in the total population.

The above table gives you an idea of changes in the Millis birth 
rate and the numbers in the grade which in Millis is an age group. 
The children born in 1989 are now in Grade 4, ete. The figures do 
not indicate anything except to show that there is definitely an in- 
crease in enrollment due to increase in births throughout the state. 
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The Census Bureau has definite figures, for it is believed that 
the “War Babies” will increasingly swamp the schools. 
‘In the United States the peak of first grade enrollments will be 
reached in 1955 with about 4.8 millions of children in the first grade 
—today there are about 3.5 millions. This is a large increase and 
will be felt in every town in the whole country. Millis in 1948 has 
© in the kindergarten. Fifty-two pupils are too many for one grade. 
‘. do not have room for any more grades now. So, may I raise the 
question: Where can we get more class rooms as the classes come 
along? All future predictions seem to indicate that each grade will 
need two class rooms. 


Millis is normal as far as population figures are concerned. 


According to the Census Bureau in 1946 there were, in Massa- 
chusetts, 181 school age children per 1000 adults, while in the United 
States as a whole there were 207 such children. Millis in 1946 had 
449 in school on October 1, 1946, with a population of 2278. In 
Massachusetts 15.33% of the population was in school, whereas 
“Millis had 19.71% of the population in its schools. 


The above indicates that in Millis the families are larger than 
in Massachusetts as a whole, but less than in the United States as a 
whole. 


Twenty-five years ago only 10.2% of the nation’s school children 
were in high school grades. The highest point obtained was in 1939 
when 26% were in high school. In Massachusetts 28.5% in high 
school is the highest figure obtained, while in Millis in 1948, 27.79% 
of the school population is in high school. These figures speak well 
for Millis, for we are able to keep our pupils in high school and the 
figures also indicate that we are in step with the Census Bureau’s 
figures. 


It is difficult to predict anything about population increases; 
however, the trends seem to indicate increased enrollment in the 
Millis school for the next ten years. We already know that the first 
grade and the kindergarten are too large to have the entire grade in 
one room. We also know that a few years ago as a peak in popula- 
tion went through the Millis school (these were the babies of 1929, . 
which graduated in 1947) it was necessary to use two more rooms 
for the grades. The present sewing room was used as a seventh 
_ grade room and the present kindergarten room was also used by 
grade pupils. 
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It may be necessary to return these rooms to the use of t 
elementary grades; however, sewing 1s an important subject nd 
now becoming an important part of the aduit education course, wh 
has had a total of 75 women enrolled during 1948. No one wants 
give up the kindergarten which helps so much to teach the 5 
in reading readiness and making the social adjustments n: 
do the best work in school. 


I predict that we shall need at least two class rooms for eae 
grade from now on, if we carry on our tradition of haying no class 
larger than 40, and preferably below 30 pupils. I am sure that th 
reader can see that we are being faced with increased enrollment £ 
some years to come for if the peak is to come in 1955 we'll £ 
this large group going through the schools from 1948 to 1967 
when it reaches the peak, will mean that our enrollment will 


there be another war, the number of “babies” would again im 
and that their figures would be incorrect. 


It is the duty of the people of Millis to provide the propez 
housing for the school children of Millis. It is my duty to keep the 
people informed. However, if I may be so bold as to suggest, I 
would like to have a committee appointed to study the problem. 
should also like to point out that until 1952 the Commonwealth a 
Massachusetts will pay about 38% of the cost of new buildings of 
additions. Could it be possible that the town might be able to comm 
bine new school rooms with the construction of the new Town Hal 
and take advantage of the state grant? It should be pointed ow 
that it is possible that in some towns where large building gra 
are going on that some schools will be used now, but in the 
there will be too few pupils to fill them. Millis must keep this 
mind for one who studies the figures can see that after 1967, unles 
there is another crop of ““War Babies” there will be a normal popul: 
tion of children to go through the schools of Millis. 


It is my hope that the citizens of Millis will keep these figures 
mind and take steps to be prepared should the day come when the 
are more children than the present building can care for.

I feel that Millis should receive the larger amount as there is 
“need for greater aid. Our high school must offer all subjects as 
required for Class A high schools. Our pupil-teacher load is less 
than in larger schools for more pupils are available for each subject. 
Our pupil-teacher ratio in the high school is 16-1, whereas, the state 
will allow 20-1. This naturally costs more money as it is no more 
expensive to teach 25 to 30 pupils in Latin IT while our class has only 
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8. In the second place, and more important, Millis, under 
559, Acts of 1945, an act establishing the basis of apportionment 
state and county taxes for the years 1946-1950 is listed at $ 
This fact places Millis in a list of towns called Group IV, 
towns received Part Ii listed above. If Millis received Part II 
1948, it certainly should receive the maximum reimbursement

The state must find other moneys if the amount to be dis 
tributed is to be greater than before. State income tax brings in 
about $27 million—$2 millions is retained for collection and the 
state departments. This leaves $25 million to be distributed to the 
towns and cities of Massachusetts. 


Last year $5 million was used and distributed because of edu- 
cation, and $20 million was sent out because of income tax return. 
In 1949, considering that there is still $25 million to be reimbursed 
—$15 million will come back to the cities and towns for education 
and $10 million will be income tax. Some towns will get less, others 
will get the same, and some will get more, depending on the new 
formula. I feel that Millis will net more. This money will help in 
meeting the increased cost of operating the school department. The 
purpose of the Act was to equalize the educational offerings of the 
towns of the state and to receive reimbursement the town must have 
a net cost of $110 per pupil, minus cost of transportation and school 
lunches. In Millis, our net cost is $145.75 (June 30, 1948). 


There is great inequality in amounts paid for the education of 
children in various towns even in our state. In the United States as 
a whole this is a greater problem. “The people in the wealthiest 
state have five times as much taxable income per child as the people 
of the poorest state. Some communities spend 60 times as much on 
education per child as others do. It is all wrong to deprive children 
of a decent education just because they happen to be born in one of 
the poorer states.” The Federal Aid for Education Bill, if and when 
it is enacted, will appropriate funds to the states to help them support 
their local elementary and high schools and will apportion the funds — 
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according to the number of children, with the needier states receiving 
the largest amounts. The bill provides a minimum of support ($5 
{ child per year) for education in each state. 
; This bill has a good chance of passing since it has the support 
_of many of the newly elected senators and representatives. It passed 
the senate last year but was held up by congress and did not come 
‘to a vote before the adjournment. There are many items in the bill 
"that would help Millis and the aid is to be given without federal 
_ control. ‘It is to be distributed as is the Federal School Lunch money, 

which has been received in Millis for several years and makes pos- 

sible our school lunch program. 


SALARIES 


In the year 1948 Millis has been able to improve the instruction 
in its schools. There is a friendly, cooperative spirit between the 
teachers and the administration, the pupils and the townspeople. 


Doubtless one of the reasons for the better spirit in our schools 
has been brought about by the staff meetings where the school com- 
mittee and the teachers talk over their problems. These supper meet- 
ings have been helpful in many ways for both teachers and committee 
members. The teachers can better see the problems of the school 
committee members and the members are thus able to know the 
teachers personally. I hope that the staff meetings will continue and 
become a definite part of the future improvement program we plan. 


The school committee in this year’s budget have considered a 
salary schedule for the Millis teachers. The spread between the top 
and starting salaries is too small. A new teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree receives $2000 per year, and the teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree and twenty years experience in Millis would receive $2350. 
The difference between high and low is only $350. 


Millis teachers are not overpaid. This was mentioned in the 
1947 report and to repeat: a study of the New England School De- 
velopment Council’s report on salaries shows that in the towns re- 
ported, with equal pay for men and women, the average minimum 
is about $1800, and the average maximum is $3200. Of course there 
are three scales—for those without degrees, with bachelors degrees 
and with master’s degrees.

The present teachers are to receive readjustments to their salari 
and then be given the opportunity to work up on the salary sched 
to the maximum of $2900 or $3100. When the salaries are $2501 
to receive increments, courses of college grade must be taken. 
courses are to be in the field of education of three or four sem 
hours value and approved by the school department. 


Higher salaries and better work go hand in hand. The 
school department and teachers want to improve the teaching im the 
schools. Therefore, as the scale is increased and the climb for the 
top is started by the teachers, courses in educational techniques 
be taken by the teachers to keep our schools up to date. In se 
improvement is the idea of both the department and the te 
Millis schools, as do all puplic schools, need to have the best me 
the best equipment, such as the unit method, visual education, guid 
ance, and testing, for our pupils must compete with those trained 
the rich cities of the greater Boston area. 


Both the teachers and school committee feel that it is only rig 
to expect more and better service from the faculty if the salari 
are increased. All in all, the school plans to do their Part to see t 
the children of Millis get the best possible education. 


CONCLUSION q 

In conclusion, may I express my appreciation and thanks to 

the Principal, Assistant Principal, school committee members, faculty 

and to all school personnel for their help and cooperation at all times.

Classrooms Needed 


Since the new Junior-Senior High School and Auditorium ade 
tion was built, I have tried to give any readers of my report to the 
Superintendent of Schools as elgar a picture as possible of our = ol 
population. This year I wish to call attention to the number of pupils 
in Kindergarten and in Grades I, II, and II, but especially in Kinde: 
garten and Grade I. This year the Kindergarten is divided, one-half 
meeting in the morning and the other half in the afternoon. We 
would like to divide Grade I into two definite classes but we haven't 
the extra classroom available. On January 3 Mrs. Boyd, the first 
grade teacher, will have an assistant, and the Superintendent’s office 
will be used for group instruction in the first grade. 


When school opens September 7, 1949, the first and second 
grades should be divided into four classes. In the elementary school 
we cannot plan on fewer gupils; if anything, we should plan on more, 
as our figures show a growing school population in the elementary 
grades. Therefore, a difficult problem is approaching, and ways of 


solving it should be carefully planned before September 1.

fake rart. It has become the custom for groups of students, with 
parents’ permission, after such events to go out for a good time, 
ften returning home very late in the morning. Consequently, on 
Friday following Thursday night activities the school attendance 
has been very poor. Usually the pupils doing better grade work are 
n school and the lower group is largely absent. To overcome this 
poor attendance following school activities, I recommend we return 
to the Friday night custom for our plays and proms, or possibly hold 
some of them on a Saturday night. 


I do not object to the good times, within reason, but I would 
like the co-operation of parents in an attempt to teach pupils the 
importance of being in school. If parents and pupils could measure 
the time lost in dollars and cents they would be on the job, but often 
_ they ean’t see the loss when it is a matter of minutes or hours of 
school instruction. The main objective of our young people should 
be education, and they cannot afford to lose school time. 

Athletes’ Insurance 


The athletic program for the year was satisfactory except for 
the unfortunate number of injuries in football this fall. We planned 
on a successful season but injuries to our key men reduced the 
number of boys on the squad to an all time low. Soon we found our 
“system of insurance was inadequate for any injury of a serious 
nature. For a number of years we have taken out insurance through 
_ the Athletes’ Accident Benefit Fund. This is a system of insurance 
worked out by Principals in New England for low cost protection. 
There is a definite amount paid and no more on the common injuries. 
Years ago school accidents were inexpensively taken care of by the 
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hysician. We now have arrived at a state of handling e 
anions eae that is highly specialized. If an athlete is injur 
he is taken to the hospital, usually X-rayed, and a specialist oa 
sulted. Often hospitalization is required. All this is expensive at 
beyond what our present insurance covers. Because of our exp m 
ence this fall, I hope the School Committee will be able to obt 
adequate insurance coverage for our athletes in the future. 
Physical Examinations 


It is generally known that the Massachusetts state law 
each child in school to have a physical examination once a year. 


procedure and results of school examinations. Time is the one fa 
that determines the thoroughness with which these examinations ar 
given. Last year it was planned that in addition to the regular ex 
amination a complete and thorough check would be made in a fe 
of the lower grades with the parents present. The first year the 
doctor and nurse were fairly successful in getting the parents to be 
present when their children were examined. This year there was 
much better co-operation on the part of the parents. I hope that Dr, 
Zalvan and Miss Coldwell will continue the present plan, and tha 
the parents of pupils in grades selected for complete physical 
amination come to understand it is their privilege and duty to b 
present when notified by the school nurse.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In the fall school physical examinations were done by Dr. Z. ve 
on 469 pupils. The usual defects still predomimate. Of the zrON 
checked 167 had obvious signs that dental work was needed, 1 
showed some evidence of diseased tonsils, and 159 had enlar 
cervical (neck) glands. While these glands may not be a ; 
health factor of themselves, they do generally mean that dental cay 
is necessary or that a throat condition should be more carefull 
checked. i 


Because so many servicemen, at their induction examinat o1 
were found to have flat feet, the Massachusetts Legislature felt 7 
necessary to pass a law requiring the periodic inspection of the 
of our school children. This is done yearly in conjunction with 
school examination. Two hundred and twenty pupils were found t 
have some tendency toward flat feet. Many of these pupils are one 
who now choose their own shoes and have bought “loafers” of 
“‘wedgies”. These shoes offer no support to the arches and are no 
suitable for full time wear. 


Of all the above mentioned defects only 15 were serious enoug! 
to require that a notice be sent home concerning the condition. Thr 
many minor defects which could easily be corrected go untreat 
until they become serious enough to finally warrant a notice. 
is the very purpose of our new school health examinations. 


Again this fall parents were requested to be present when 
school physical examination was done. The response was very 2 
ing to Dr. Zalvan and to me. Sixty-four mothers came while th 
children were being examined. Another few had planned to come 
and when something altered their plans they were kind enough t 
send another, — sister, aunt, or other responsible person —in tt

_ Our final totals showed 67 adults attended, 92 children were

A Diphtheria immunization clinic was held in the spring. The 
fillis Board of Health agreed to provide Diphtheria and Tetanus 
combined toxoid. Twelve children were given protective doses. 


7 In May the Board of Health sponsored a tuberculosis survey of 
he pupils from Kindergarten through Grade VI. This was accom- 
ished by “Patch Testing” all the children in this group. This test- 
e is directed toward the detection of the active disease at the 
liest possible date, so that the infected individual may be treated 
d prevented from infecting others. 


5 Every child in the Elementary grades received a notice. Of 248 
‘children enrolled only four were not done — three because of illness 
‘and one who had just been done privately. Nine positive reactors 
were found. These children were X-rayed and had a thorough chest 
“examination at the Norfolk County Hospital Clinic. One pre-school 
Wichild was also checked at the Chest Clinic because all of her brothers 
_ and sisters reacted as positive. We received a negative report on all 
these children. 


a Several youngsters this past year have attended our handicapped 
Children’s Clinic which is conducted by the Massachusetts Depart- 
“ment of Public Health. Some attended in order to receive spinal 
attention for spine and foot defects. Another group attended the 
Speech Clinic. At this Clinic children with speech defects receive 
‘special instructions to help them overcome their particular defect. 


: The usual eye and ear testing programs are conducted yearly. 
- Many of the children requiring eye care receive it through funds 
_ provided by the Millis Lion’s Club. 


A Preschool Clinie and registration day was held in May. At 
this clinic all children entering either Kindergarten or Grade I for 
the first time are registered and given a physical examination. Parent 

cooperation is again asked as this early registration and checking of 
_ the children aids the School Department to better plan for the grow- 
ing number of children entering our school system. It also enables 
the parent to get minor defects under treatment before the child 
starts school. Twenty-eight children were examined for entrance to 
Kindergarten and four for entrance to Grade TI. 


The Red Cross sponsored dental clinic was held for the benefit 
of the school children. The results are as follows:

This valuable school clinic, which has been carried on for 59 
15 years by the Red Cross is about to be terminated. It is hop 
that a means can be provided for local sponsoring of this worth 
project. Certainly, this dental care at minimum cost has 
many of our children to reach adult life with better teeth. 


Every program undertaken for the benefit of the school childre 
has required the cooperation of parents, doctor, school faculty a 
many interested friends. To all of them I extend my thanks f 
none of these efforts are mine alone, but represent the ; 
efforts of a community interested in the future of its children.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Of the 469 pupils who received the annual physical exz atior 
this year, only 69 were found to be free of all defects. As in former 
years, the most prevalent defects were found to be in the teeth, im 
the throat, in posture, and in feet. Defects of teeth included cavities 
need of cleaning, and need of orthodontia; throat defects consisted 
of enlarged and diseased tonsils; posture was found to be poor chiefly 
because of slouching and poor carriage, and it is expected that our 
new physical education program will help to correct this; foot trouble 
consisted of varying grades of relaxed musculature and weakened 
arches, and it is regretted that so many of the upper class students, 
especially the girls, insist on wearing “loafer” shoes which only 
aggravate these conditions. The condition of the feet is considered 
so important that the State of Massachusetts has passed a regulaton | 
that specifically instructs that the feet be examined during the 
annual school physical examination. It is hoped, therefore, that the 
students will cooperate with us, and that they will benefit, too, from 
the physical education program. There are also a few pupils with 
heart trouble, but well compensated, a few with speech defects, who 
have received instruction, and some with spinal defects who are 
receiving treatment. Thanks to the constant vigilance of our nurse, | 
Miss Myrtle Coldwell, and the watchfulness of our faculty, contagion 
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e school was non-existent. 


_ This year, too, we expanded somewhat our new health program 

raguiring that a parent be present at the time of the pupil’s examina- 

y Hon. Two classes were taken care of in this manner, and we are 

- grateful to the parents for their cooperation. This program is certain 

"to prove beneficial to the pupils and parents as well as to the medical 
department of the school. 


3 In football, this year, we were very unfortunate in that we 
‘suffered some very serious injuries —the most important being a 
ease of osteomyelitis that might have been fatal but for the timely 
use of penicillin and “sulfa”; a case of fractured leg; and a case of 
“blood poisoning” that also responded well to penicillin, There were 
also the usual sprains, contusions, abrasions, and bruising. These 
‘injuries, of course, eliminated some of our essential players so that 
the team was never at full strength. The School Department is at 
“present contemplating an expanded form of insurance that will pro- 
‘vide better coverage for all such injuries. 


: 


* As usual, we made our sanitary inspections of the school build- 
‘ing and cafeteria. It is our opinion that the cafeteria is operating 
“satisfactorily. We approve the posting of advance menus which gives 
the pupils an opportunity to decide whether or not they will avail 


themselves of the meals offered to them. 


. In carrying out my part of the School Health Program, I am 
"indebted to Miss Coldwell for her excellent assistance, to the faculty 
‘for their alertness, and to the parents for their cooperation; my 
"thanks to all of them.

The aim of the clothing classes, especially in the junior higl 
school, is to first and foremost interest the student in the art 
sewing, secondly, to learn the fundamentals of sewing and to era 
ually expand from there.
